On Wednesday, the justice-room at the Mansion-hoose wis 
crowded with persons snxious to hear the decision in the care 
of these conspirators. Mc. Parkins aad Me. Thaekeray attended 
on the one partt,—Murray aad Sharp on the other. 

The information, as our readers may recollect, was grounded 
an @ Statute of the jate King, enacting, that any society which 
subscribed to a declaration not required by law (except Free- 
masons’ lodges) was tlega!; and further, that every society was 
illegal, which did not register its declaration at tlie offie of the 
Clerk of the Peace. 

Mr. Twackeray now contended, in support of the inforgie- 
tion, that thoegh the Preamble of the Act specified cértain Cor. 
responding Societies, yet it appeared probable, that the Legisle- 
tre intended by the very sweeping enactments, to ihclede all 
associations, or whatever specious names, whose pr octedings 
ought to be restrained. By a subsequent statute, rejigious agd 
charitable societies were exempted from the operation of the 
former one.——an exception which elearly proved, that the Legis- 
lature intended to inetude all others. 

The evidence was, first, the printed declaration of the gang 3-—
